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Dallas Police 'Elements 
Tied to JFK peath by DA

NEW . YORK — New Orleans 
restrict Attorney Jim Garri* 
son today, ch^ged that “el^ 
ments of the Dallas police 
force were deeply involved” in 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy— which be said was 
ordered and paid for by “a 
handful o! oil-rich, psychotic 
millionaires.” 

Describing the number of 
Dallas police as a small group 
and refusing to say how many 
^'Texas style” millionaires 
were involved, Garrison, nev- 
ertheless, identified them all 
as extreme conservatives. 

He also said ^'some mem- 
bers of the White Russian 
community” in Dallas played 
a part in the plot. 

GARRISON MADE Jus lat- 
est charges during and after 
a radio interview taped today 
for a New York City program 
to he heard Tuesday evening. 

The district attoniey . reit- 
erated that he was ready to 
bring New Orleans business- 
man Clay L. Shaw to trial 
immediately on a charge of

HE SAID THERE were 
“considerably more than sev- 
en men” involved in the ac- 
tual assassination in Dallas 
on Nov, 22, 1963, He said 
they were raao-equipped and 
took virtually no risk of be- 
ing caught. 

“The connecting link at ev- 
I ery level of operation from 
the oil rich sponsors of the 
assassination down to the 
Dallas police department, 
down through Jack Ruby and 
j including anti-Castro adven- 
[ turers at the operating level 
were Minute Men, Nazi ori- 
I entcd. 

“It was essentially a Nazi 
operation.” 

Garrison said he could now 
reimaJ the latest developments 
m his controversial assassina- 
hon investigation because his 
mv^tigators were finished in 
Dallas and now safely in New 
Orleans. 

^ HE SAID HE would have 
jeopardized their Jives if he 
had mentioned the involve- 
m^t of the Dallas police 
wMe the investigators : were 
stid In Dallas. He said his 
Dallas investigation had end- 
^ some 10 days ago and had 
taken several months. 

Garrison promised to reveal 
during the first week of the 
^aw trial his version of what 
happened in Dealey PJaza in 
Dailaa on the day of the as- 
sassination. 

He charged that Lee Harvey 


OiswaM, named by the Warren 
Commission as the lone as- 
sassin of Kennedy,, was mere- 
ly implicated drag a red 
herring in front of the peo- 
ple really involved.’* 

Central Intelligence Agency 

GARRISON SAID Oswald 
was -at the time a Central In- 
telligence Agency operator 
playing his part in the assas- 
sination thinking he was ful- 
filling another government’s 
assignment. He called the CIA 
a “Fascist appendage to our 
country.” 

Garrison was careful to ex- 
plain that the assassination 
did not involve most of the 
Dallas police department or 
conservative organization^. 
He saM the few Dallas police 
involved along with others 
happened to be members of 
ultra-ri0it wing group®.
